F gpory every one of us, directly 
and instinctively, feels that severe 
competition is an evil. It keeps us 
perched for long periods on the sharp 
knife edge of anxiety. We must plan 
instead of loaf. We must calculate in- 
stead of day-dream. It is easy to plan 
and calculate amiss, and fatally easy to 
lose thereby our precarious foothold and 
plunge into the abyss of failure. 


We must be prepared to consider 
whether the health of business as a 


whole and the general prosperity of so- 
ciety may not depend on a considerable 
measure of insecurity for the individual 
business; and whether our present ef- 
forts to protect whole industries from 
competition may not both delay recovery, 
and render inevitable a Governmental 
dictatorship (real, even though disguised 
or unacknowledged) which will choke 
the rapid advance of our productivity 
and slow up or diminish the distribution 
of its products as a raised standard of 
living for the masses of the people. 


In Business Risk Lies Social Safety 


Our hardest task is to put in effective 
operative form that community of in- 
terest which subsists between the work- 
ers and the industry in which they are 
employed. On the false trails both have 
been following, by way of super-organ- 
ization and destruction of competition, 
both groups find themselves faced with 
the loss of their dearest attainments and 
hopes. Together we are being deprived 
of the material values of a raised stand- 
ard of living, and the spiritual values of 
liberty. The form of our needed coop- 
eration is not clear. Perhaps the need 
is not so much for formal co-operation 
as for direct recognition of these mutual 
interests. 

We can so arrange that the larger 
monetary rewards shall more nearly rep- 
resent equivalent service to society and 
shall act as effective distributors of pur- 
chasing power. 

We can provide subsistence and lift 
the fear of want for his dependents from 
the soul of every willing worker in this 
land. 

We can keep open and enlarge the 
door of opportunity to every youth with 
the will and capacity for social service, 





Our first duty is that of a change 
of attitude—of our whole business 
philosophy. We must reverse our 
surrender of independence and must 
discard such plans as we have made 
for a safe and inglorious business 
future. We must gladly and will- 
ingly risk the old dangers, for only 
in the face of those dangers is real 
safety to be found. Business men 
must not themselves succumb to 
the more short-sighted of trades 
union ideals. 











whether in business, the professions or 
the arts. 

We can increase the general standard 
of living, and distribute it on a more 
equitable basis. 

All this and more we can do. But if 
these things are to be done, we who are 
devoted to the discipline of business must 
direct our steps anew toward an ascend- 
ing pathway. 








*“@\UR major consideration, in these 

trustees meetings, is to carefully 
examine our set-up in the past and 
profiting by our mistakes and experi- 
ences, to improve it if we can,” said 
chairman J. J. Kohl, at the meeting of 
the Board of Trustees at New York, 
October Ist. 

“Every new organization requires a 
certain length of time before it can ef- 
fect a meeting of a majority of the 
minds. Some mistakes have been made 
in the past. We shall probably make 
mistakes in the future.” 

“It is our duty as members of the 
Board of Trustees to formulate a defi- 
nite, forward-looking, practical program 
for the future,” he continued. 

In the hope that it would aid the trus- 
tees in their deliberations, he said, he 
was particularly interested in the cross 
section of the thoughts and opinions of 
the membership as disclosed by the 
Project Questionnaire, and said that 280 
replies were received from a total of 
500 sent out. 

Managing director Wise then read his 
report, which follows:

paid their proportionate share to the 
Code Authority’s expenses, that many 
will join the Institute. We have now 
listed in our office in excess of 3,000 
known members of the Industry and we 
feel that in time all of these will be 
Institute members. 

“The activities of the Institute have 
continued in spite of the fact that much 
time has had to be given to Code 
Authority work by not only your Man- 
aging Director but the office staff as 
well. We have kept you advised from 
time to time through bulletins and have 
urged you to ask for information that 
was not contained therein. 

“Our Institute is still a new organiza- 
tion and there is much work to be done 
—educational work among its members 
to apprise them of the benefits of work- 
ing as a single unit in their local trade 
areas and to make use of their national 
office. 

“We have been particularly fortunate 
in the fact that we have kept out of 
entangling alliances that would bind us 
to other larger and more inflexible or- 
ganizations. 

Meetings 

“Meetings have been held with mem- 
bers of the Industry in every large in- 
dustrial center since the last meeting of 
the Trustees. We have met with the 


members of these industrial areas in 
some cases several times. We find a 
growing interest in the matter of or- 


ganizing the Industry. Each meeting 
has developed new opportunities to serve 
the members of the Industry and to ac- 
quaint them with the possibilities of or- 
ganization. 
Statistics 

“It has been necessary to furnish the 
National Recovery Administration a 
great many statistics to support Code 
Administration. These statistics have 
been compiled in our office and will con- 
tinue to grow in importance to the mem- 
bers of the Industry. We were recently 
called upon to make as accurate an esti- 
mate as possible of the invested capital 
in the Industry and our survey shows 
that there is approximately $112,900,000 
of invested capital in our Industry, and 
sales show about fifty per cent (50%) 
of normal, using 1926 as a normal year. 





Correspondence 

“The correspondence passing through 
the office has been unusually heavy dur- 
ing recent months. Much of it refers to 
the Code for the Industry but there is 
also a large volume that relates strictly 
to Institute affairs. During the peak 
period of our correspondence, we had in 
excess of 100 letters per day. 


Code Authority 

“The work of your Code Authority has 
been unusually heavy. It has been nec- 
essary to keep in constant contact with 
Washington to take advantage of the 
ever changing program. It is impossible 
to transmit to you in a report the many 
problems that have had to be met in 
Code Authority work. It would take 
several volumes to give you a complete 
picture. The changing of deputy ad- 
ministrators, the changes of _ policy, 
changes of compliance administration 
and other problems have been frequent 
and confusing. The compliance cases 
which have been brought to our atten- 
tion by members of the Industry have 
been handled with speed and dispatch 
and very often disposed of without the 
necessity of making’ a formal complaint. 


Publication 

“Our first attempt at a publication to 
keep the members of the Institute and 
the members of the Industry informed 
of both Code Authority activities and 
Institute activities was sent to you in 
August. It is proposed to send out 
another issue of this publication imme- 
diately after the meetings that are being 
held here in New York. Your con- 
structive criticism and suggestions to 
improve this publication will be greatly 
appreciated. We have had many letters 
of commendation on our first attempt. 
The second issue will be greatly im- 
proved and we trust that it will con- 
tinue to grow and become an important 
factor in the Industry’s affairs. 


Conclusion 

“May I again pay tribute to my fel- 
low workers, to you who have helped to 
carry the burden through the formative 
period and the succeeding months. Some 
of you have carried a greater portion of 
the load than others but I am sure that 
to those who have carried the greater 


part of the load, the reward will also be 
greater. 


I am grateful for the counsel 








and advice of our President, the Execu- 
tive Committee, the members of the 
Code Authority and others. My feeling 
is that while we are still in more or less 
of a formative stage of organization, 
yet we are moving forward toward a 
unified Industry that will succeed with 
all of its worthwhile undertakings.” 


National Institute Meeting 


The next meeting of the Special Tool, 
Die and Machine Shop Institute will be 
held in Cleveland, February 9, 10 and 
11, 1935, according to a _ resolution 
adopted at the Trustees’ meeting on 
October 2 in New York. 

At this meeting there will be nomi- 
nated and elected five Trustees and the 
officers of the Institute for the ensuing 
year. There will also be elected two 
members of the Code Authority. It is 
earnestly requested that every member 
of the Industry make all possible effort 
to attend these meetings.

Forming Prongs in Both Directions 
at One Operation 





UTHORIZING a plan for a uniform 
cost and estimating system for the 
Industry, approving a budget for 1935 
activities, the members of the Code 
Authority of the Special Tool, Die and 
Machine Shop Industry met at the 
Pennsylvania Hotel, New York, and dis- 
patched a volume of code _ business, 
October 3. 

Consideration of non-compliance with 
the fair trade practice provisions of the 
Code were discussed and a resolution 
was adopted instructing the Executive 
Secretary to continue with the adjust- 
ment of these cases and to bring them 
to a conclusion as soon as possible. 

Reports of Roy T. Wise, as Executive 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Code 
Authority were submitted and approved. 

In the discussion of a plan for a uni- 
form cost and estimating system it was 
suggested that the fundamentals of the 
cost manual for the Gray Iron Founders’ 
Society, Incorporated, which has the ap- 
proval of N. R. A., and their Code 
Authority, and the cost manual for the 
National Machine Tool Builders’ Asso- 
ciation, could be applied to a cost and 
estimating manual for this Industry. A 
resolution was passed instructing the 
Executive Secretary to employ the nec- 
essary services of a competent account- 
ant to cooperate with him in the draft- 
ing of a uniform cost and estimating 
manual to be submitted to the Code 


Authority and N. R. A. for adoption, this 

manual when approved to be distributed 

to the members of the Industry.

CANNOT escape the feeling that we 

have been agitating ourselves over 
something which I would liken to a 
“tempest in a tea pot” but which really 
doesn’t amount to a damn, Trustee 
Blackall told the Board of Trustees at 
the close of the New York meeting.

The majority of those present feel that 
while the propositions advanced by the 
minority are high and worthy and most 
desirable, and are, in fact, entirely in 
accord in this regard—they nevertheless 
feel that the means of accomplishing this 
end, through the levying of double dues, 
is incorrect. 


The decks are cleared! The Execu- 
tive Committee has been instructed to 
draft a Code of Ethics and a Plan for 


the guidance of our Managing Director. 
Our magazine, PROGRESS, will be en- 
larged and approved—and a campaign 
of education will be continuously waged. 
Our Managing Director will furnish 
every member of the Board with a ‘de- 
tailed report of every important happen- 
ing during the preceding month. A re- 
vised set of By-Laws has been adopted. 
The imposition of separate dues is really 
the only thing we haven’t agreed upon. 

I believe that if we attempted to col- 
lect separate dues, at this time, that we 
would only defeat our purpose. 

We have the machinery and the funds 
and can do the very things we want. 

It is my personal conviction that addi- 
tional funds, on this same basis, will be 
forthcoming. 

Therefore, let us proceed—through 
cooperative and harmonious action—to 
accomplish the various things which we 
feel should be done. Let us continue our 
effort to accomplish compliance; let us 
carry on our educational campaign and 
through these, and other attainments, let 
us convince the membership that worth- 
while things are really being done. 





In my opinion—and I am sure many 
of you will agree—we have already ac- 
complished a lot. We must not overlook 
the fact the existence of the National 
Institute is, in itself, at least the first 
line of defense against hostile threats. 
Our Institute was primarily created
